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It was again my pleasure to represent you, the members of 
the Pacific Division, at the 1979 Annual Meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the ARRL held on January 24 and 25. 
Many important matters were taken up at this meeting, 
many of which will affect greatly the future of amateur 
radio. 


All of the actions of the Board of Directors are covered 
in the Minutes, which appear in the March issue of QST. 
I will not detail these in this Newsletter, but invite 
you to read them carefully. If you have any questions 
concerning the actions of your Board of Directors, feel 
free to write or call me at any time. I will also be 
visiting many clubs and amateur radio events during the 
next few months. Some of these meetings and events are 
listed elsewhere in this Newsletter. 


Many items were discussed and votes were taken at the 
Pacific Division Director's meeting which I hosted at 
Foothill College on December 2, 1978. You can see a copy 
of the minutes of this meeting by contacting your local 
radio club, your SCM, SEC, or Assistant Director in your 
area. 


Here are the actions that I took at the Board Meeting 
relative to the items that were passed at the Director's 
Meeting: 


1. "“ARRL take steps to ‘clean up 40 meters'" 


This of course is a major problem and was originally 
presented to the Board of Directors by our past 
director in 1968. It was a general feeling that we 
have been doing everything that we can but that the 
FCC cannot act for numerous reasons. I will not 
accept this and will continue to pressure for some- 
thing to be done, and at the July Board Meeting will 
take whatever action I can to clean up malicious and 
other interference problems on all amateur bands. 


2. "Petition FCC to return to the required use of por- 
table ahd mobile designation of call area when 
Operating away from home location." 


Due to the press of business at the January meeting 
and because of the need to build support for this 
idea, this will be presented at the July Board 
Meeting. 


3. "Petition FCC to establish a call assignment system 
using W,K,N, and A prefixes with one by two or one by 
three calls only." 


In discussions with other Directors and Officers, I 
found that this would best be presented at the July 
meeting and plan to do so. 


4. “ARRL provide stickers for the membership certificate 
indicating 5/10/15 and 20 years of continuous member- 
ship and also make membership pins available showing 
these same years of continuous membership." 


A motion was presented on this item for a study by the 
Membership Affairs Committee. 


5. "That Headquarters establish travel allowance for 
Emergency Coordinators." 


A motion was made and passed on this item. 


6. "“ARRL Club and Training Department review the material 
presented in the General Class Workbook for students 
and rewrite in a form more easily understood by 
students." 


I investigated and found that this is already being 
done by C & T D, and I will keep tabs of this to see 
that every effort is made to make this training pro- 
gram better in every way possible. 


7. “ARRL establish a VHF/UHF annual award in the name of 
Sam Harris, WI1FZJ." 


A motion was made and passed to study the establish- 
ment of such an award. 


8. “ARRL Board change Bylaws to limit the expenditure of 
funds in campaigning for elective office in the 
League to a $500 maximum for candidate, and that a 
resume of the qualifications of each candidate be 
written: tm OST," 


I found very little support for this idea since the 
Board over the past few years has been working with 
this problem but has not come up with an acceptable 
solution. However, I am working to gain support for 
this idea and will present a motion at the July 
meeting if I find that there are Directors who will 
support the idea. 


9. "General Counsel of ARRL study IRS rulings regarding 
deductions relating to emergency preparedness and that 
implications from this study be distributed to League 
emergency preparedness officials." 


A conference was held with the General Counsel on this 
subject and he was very receptive to this idea. He 
expects to have a report on this at a later date. 


10. "ARRL implement the insurance plan that will include 
protection for club officers against malicious law 
suits." 


Discussion with the General Manager found that Head- 
Quarters is trying to make this type of insurance 
available to members, but thus far there has been no 
carried who will handle this insurance plan. Both 
Headquarters and the Board agree that there is a need 
for this insurance, but cannot find a company that will 
write such a policy. 


ll. "The annual Sam Harris Award, if adopted, be presented 
at the West Coast VHF/UHF Conference." 


A motion on this will be presented when and if this 
award is established.
